before ba begin* real action. There 
will be threo Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
era 8, a Sipermtendent of the Eai!»ay 
Mail t'etY.te acd other oSeers of the 
department selected before the thtn- 
Bnuas of applications for postoffiees are 
taken into consideration. The same is 
truo in all the other departments. 
Sec- 


retary Blame will choose a First and 
Assistant Secretary and Chief Clerk and 
gome other officers before he takes up 
the wagon load of applications which 
bare been damped upon him for Mis- 
sions and Consulates. The fiist and 
second class missions will be filled be- 
fore the lower grades are acted upon.

Ttboe would nut ouly be of bent fit 
while tho rond was iu process of cou- 
xtruction, but there would be an increase 
of travel and it would wake a large urea 
of timber l»ud accessible, thereby reviv- 
ing tbe wood business of this seotiou 
Tuis means a largK disbursement of 
money in the community.

The Silver State comments as follows: 
Tue bill to prevent trespass upon real 


estate by liv*» stock passed both Houses 
of the Legislature, and now only awa.tb 
tbe Governor's signature to become i\ 
law. The text of the bill ua it passed 
the Assembly was uriated iu tliesa col- 
umns last week. 
It malted it 11 misde- 


meanor, junishable by imprisonment in 
ihe county jail not io exceed six uiontna, 
or a fin.' not exceeding $500, or by both 
such tone and imprisonment, for any 


rsuii to purposely berd or graz<) any 


live stock upoo tbe lands of (toother. 
Anotber section of the bill makes tbe 
live btofk so berded or pinzrd liable for 
double tbe dtumty done bj thoru while 
being unlawfully beid"i'. 


This is a mild form of the no-fence 


lav,, and it bus one very objectionuble 
feature—that of making it a criminal 
offense to herd or grnze livestock on un- 
fenced lauds 
Henrufnnh the owner of 


land upon which live stock are alleged 
to have trespass d suoply makes corn- 
plumt against the o-.\ner of the stock at 
the nearf-st Justice's office, aud the 
Sheriff or Constable has to arrest the 
individual at the expense of tbe county. 
It is hardly fair to make tbe prosecutor 
and every taxpayer in the county pav 
his proportion of the coxt, in ctses of 
trespass, wher» the injured party could 
get redress in a i-uit for dflronges. 


At present if live slock brcuk into or 


are driven into an inclosure, tbe owner 
of tbe stock is liable for damages only, 
bnt the m-w IHW not onlv renders him 
liable tor dxtnagps bnt nlso makes him n 
criminal if h« knowingly permits his 
stock to graze ou the unit-need land of 
another. 


If that net is rig.dly enforced it will 


miteriiilly increase ths expen-t-s of the 
grazing couutn>« and mukf the officef**of 
Shenff nnd Constable worth contending 
for.
